E xecutive Mamhox. August 18th—8:30 
a. m.—The President has passed a very com­ 
fortable night, sleeping well the greater part 
of the tine. There has been no further 
vomiting,_ and the nutritive enemata are 
still retained. This morning his pulse is 
slower, and his general condition better than 
yesterday at the same hour. Puhe 104, 
temperature 98 8, respiration 17. Signed by 
Bliss, Barnes, Woodward, Keyburn, Hamil­ 
ton and Agnew. 
[SECOND DISPATCH.] 
E xecutive M ansion. August 18th—1:15 
P. M.—Following is the 12:30 official bulletin, 
which has just been sent from the surgeon 
room: 
12:30 p. m.—The President is suffering some 
discomfort this morning from a commencing 
inilsmmation of the right parotid gland. In 
other respects his condition has somewhat 
improved, and especially his stomach is be­ 
coming less intolerant, lie has asked for and 
retained several portions of liquid nourish­ 
ment, much more than he could swallow yes-' 
terday. The nutritive enemata continue to 
be UBed with success. At present his pulse is 
108, temperature 98.4, respiration 8. 
[THIRD DISPATCH.] 
W ashington, August 18¡h.—Dr. Agnew 
left for Philadelphia on the limited express. 
He will probably return to-morrow, in order 
that Dr. Hamilton may go to New York 
on Saturday. Private Secretary Brown ac­ 
companied the doctor to the train, and says 
he talked very encouragingly of the Presi­ 
dent’s chances. Previous to leaving the Man­ 
sion,Dr. Agnew had a talk with Mrs. Garfield, 
and informed her that he felt perfectly secure 
in being temporarily absent. If an emer­ 
gency should occur he could easily be sum­ 
moned here. At this hour the President is 
resting quietly. About three quarters of an 
hour ago he took a small quantity of koumiss, 
which was given him by his wife. Up to 
this time no bad effects have been experienced 
from it. 
[FOURTH DISPATCH.) 
W ashington, August 18th.—A stronger 
pulse, better feeling of the skin, retention of 
nourishment derived from the enemata and 
the excellent tone of the President’s mind 
are mentioned this mormcg as unmistakable 
indications that the crisis is past, and the 
road to recovery again regained. The fact 
that the Presidentis able to procure refreshing 
sleep without the use of anodynes is pointed 
to as one of the most favorable features of his 
case. The irritation of the stomach has en­ 
tirely ceased, and it is thought the patient's 
thirst will be entirely satisfied by supplying 
him with fluids in the ordinary way and by 
enemata. The wound is considered in a 
healthy way. 
R ich an d E xtensive Silver Fields,

A place has been found for the intended 
monnment of Lord Bcaconatield in West­ 
minster Abbey against the southwest pier 
of the crossing, which is one of the most 
important sites in the building, and imme­ 
diately opposite the statne of one of Eng­ 
land’s greatest men. 
It was recently announced in Paris that 
it bad been proposed to decorate M. Got, 
the senior mcictaire of the Comedie Fran­ 
caise, with the cross of the Legion of 
Honor, but that objections had been raised 
by representatives of the army to having 
comedians classed along with them. 
General di Cesnola has been received 
with much distinction in Ixmdon. He 
was made a member of the Athena-um 
Club, and entertainments were given in 
his honor by Sir Frederick Leighton, Presi­ 
dent of the Royal Academy, Sir John Lub­ 
bock, and other men distinguished in liter­ 
ature, science and art. 
Menelick II., King of Shoa, in Abys­ 
sinia, has dispatched to the President of 
France two messengers, who are charged 
with special business pertaining to the 
East, and, in addition, are the bearers of 
precious gifts. 
AmoDg these gifts is a 
peculiar zebra, no specimen of the kind 
haviDg, it is believed, found its way at any 
former time into a European country. 
Professor Corson, of Cornell University, 
Ithaca, is in Loudon for a 6hort time, on 
his way to Switzerland with a party of 
friends. He reports the existence of a 
three year-old Browning Club among the 
professors of the University and their 
wives. It has met once a fortnight, and 
has read and discussed Mr. Browning’s 
chief minor poems and his “ Ring and the 
Book.”—[London Academy. 
The Revitta Contemporáneo, for June 
30th opens with an article on “ Journal­ 
ism in the United States,” by Senor Jor- 
dano y Morena. The writer asserts that 
in this country good copied articles are 
preferred to original ones, as the editors 
select only the telling sentences and omit 
superfluities. Interviewing reporting is 
popular, even with its victims. 
The 
stipend of chief editor in first-class cities 
(New York excepted), is about §5,000 a 
year. In the United States journalism is 
an industry, and is worked accordingly ; 
in Spain it is used merely as a step to po­ 
litical office. 
It is propased to erect a memorial in the 
Protestant burial ground at Rome to Jos. 
Severn, the painter who was the poet 
Keats’ true friend, and who nursed him in 
his last illness. Permission has been ob­ 
tained—through the intercession of Mr. 
Gladstone and Lord Granville—to remove 
his body from the obscure place in the new 
cemetery where it has been deposited to the 
old cemetery, where Keats lies. The inten­ 
tion is to perpetuate more especially the 
remembraoce of Severn as the friend of the 
poet. The new stone over the grave of 
Severn will be exactly similar to the well- 
known gravestone of Keats, and the two 
will stand together, surrounded by one 
hedge and railing. Behind the graves it is 
proposed to have a monument or memorial 
tablet to perpetuate the remembrance of 
both poet and painter. The idea that the 
two graves abould be similar in design is 
due to the suggestion of Sir Vincent Eyre, 
who has furnished an appropriate inscrip­ 
tion and a sketch for the monument, which 
will be erected by public subscription. Sir 
Vincent wrote the lines on the memorial 
placed on the wall of the cemetery under 
the medallion of Keats. 
THE CASE OF DR. HARVEY. 
[Stockton Independent.) 
The Stockton Evening Herald, in its 
issue of August 10th, made the allegation 
that Dr. Harvey, of the Stockton Insane 
Asylum, had been drawing illegal mileage, 
[i. e., from Sacramento to Stockton instead 
of from Galt to Stockton.— R. U.] No­ 
ticing that this unjust imputation was 
spreading through the State, to the injury 
of Dr. Harvey, we have taken the pains to 
collate the law, and give tho practice under 
it, so that the public may see that the 
doctor has not been fairly dealt with in 
this matter : 
At the adoption of the Codes in 1872, 
the legal distances were fixed from the 
county seat of the several counties to Sac­ 
ramento, StocktoD, Napa, San Quentin, 
etc., and Section 203 of that Act provides 
that “ when mileage is allowed by law 
to any person the distance must be com­ 
puted as herein fixed.” At this time 
(1872) the Political Code, under the title of 
“ Public Officers, Section 226,” provided 
that “ members of the Legislature shall re­ 
ceive §10 per day during the session of the 
Legislature, and §3 for every twenty miles 
of travel to and from their residences to 
the place of holding the session.” 
On the 1st of April, 1S7S, this section 
(2C6) was amended to read, “ Members of 
the Legislature shall receive §8 per day, 
payable weekly, and §3 for each twenty 
miles of travel to and from their residences 
to the place of holding the session.” The 
9th day of May this section was again 
amended so as to read, “ Members of the 
Legislature Bhall receive §8 per day, pay­ 
able weekly, during the session of the 
Legislature, and 10 cents per mile for each 
mile of travel to and from their residences, 
and the place of holding the session.” 
The above is all the legislation under the 
enumerated heads. 
Section 2140 of the Political Code, as it 
stood in 1872, fixed the compensation of 
the Directors of the Insane Asylums in the 
following language : “ The compensation 
of the Director* is §10 each for every day 
spent in attending or traveling to the 
meetings of the Board—not, however, to 
exceed §130 annually to each member.” 
The foregoing section (2140) was amend­ 
ed April 1, 1878, to read as follows : “ The 
Directors shall receive as their compensa­ 
tion the sum of §10 per day for their ser­ 
vices in attending monthly or called meet­ 
ings of said Board, and such mileage as is 
Íirovided by law for members of the Legis- 
ature of this State * * *; provided, 
the amount so received as per diem com­ 
pensation for services shall not exceed the 
sum of §140 per year to each Director.” 
This is the entire law on the subject. 
W hat constitutes legal residences or dis­ 
tances T At the adoption of the Codes in 
1872, the legal distances were fixsd from 
the county seat of each county to Sacra­ 
mento. Part 2, Title III., of the Politi­ 
cal Code, as amended in 1876, made no 
changes. Section 178 fixed the distance 
from Stockton to Sacramento at 48 miles. 
And Section 203 says : “ When mileage is 
allowed by law to any person, the distance 
must be computed as herein fixed 
that 
is, from tho county seats. This statute is 
still in force, and clearly fixes the legal 
residence of all the members of the Legis­ 
lature, and all other persons entitled to 
mileage, at the county seats of their re­ 
spective counties. 
W hat construction has been given to t’niB 
law regulating legal distances by judiciary 
and mileage committees of the Legislature? 
In the journal of the twenty-third session 
of the Assembly, 1S80, the Committee on 
Mileage made the following report: “ The 
Committee on Mileage * * * report 


that the following amounts aro due to the 
members of the Assembly for mileage from 
and to their residences to the Capital, for 
the twenty-third session of the House. 
We have taken official distances as estab­ 
lished by Part 2, Title ILL, of the Polit­ 
ical Code, as amended, a3 a basis, aud have 
calculated mileage and amount* in accord­ 
ance with the unanimous opiniou of the 
Judiciary Committee of tho Assembly.” 
In the journal of the twenty-fourth session 
of the Assembly, 18S1, the Committee on 
Mileage made the following report : 
“ Your committee, appointed to ascertain 
amounts due the member* of this House 
for mileage, beg leave to report that the 
followiug amounts are due members of the 
House for milcaco to and from their resi­ 
dences to the Capitol at Sacramento, for 
the twenty-fourth session of the California 
Legislature. We have taken the legal dis­ 
tances as established by Part 2, Title III., 
of the Political Code, as amended, as a 
basis, and have calculated the mileage and 
amounts in accordance with the provisions 
of the statutes.” 
It will be seen from the above quotations 
from the journals that the Mileage Com­ 
mittees of the Assembly, for tho years 1880 
and 1881, fixed the legal residence of each 
member at the county seat of the county in 
which he lived, and it is a matter of record 
that every member, Republican and Demo­ 
crat, drew his pay under this construction 
of the statute, and this statute has been 
in existence ever since 1872. And the same 
allegation is true of every member of the 
Senate. Now, as the Directors of the State 
Insane Asylum are to receive “ such mile­ 
age as is provided by law for members of 
th« Legislature of this State,” and as the 
members of both the Assembly and Senate 
have decided that they were entitled to 
mileage from the connty seats of their 
respective counties, it is obvious to every 
one disposed to do justice to Dr. Harvey 
that he has not violated the law iu the least 
iota. 
♦ ■ 
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IH E OAKLAND FASTING GIRL. 
A most remarkable and interesting case 
exists at present in Oakland, which bailies 
the most expert medical authorities, and 
at the same time surpasses in its peculiar­ 
ity almost any other case ef the kiDd upon 
record. It is that of a young lady who has 
not tasted food for fifty days, and yet pre­ 
sents a healthy and vigorous appearance. 
She is now lying in a critical condition at 
her father’s residente, and while grave 
doubts are entertained as to her recovery 
by the physician in charge, many friendB 
of the family are of the opinion that she 
will rally aud even surprise the medical 
men by a thorough reoovciy. The young 
lady, Miss Maggie Campbell, is the daugh­ 
ter of Alexander Campbell, who resides at 
566 Caledonia avenue, where ho has pur­ 
chased and furnished a luxurious home. 
Miss Campbell was born iu San Francisco, 
and on the 12th of July last was 15 
years of age, 5 feet 8 inches iu hight, and 
weighed, at the age of 14, two hundred 
and ninety pounds. She bas been a won­ 
derful child from her birth. Her father 
has pictures of her at the ages of 11 
months, 5 ycarB and 14 years. The latter 
is a cabinet photograph, and is one of the 
most remarkable pictures ever taken. 
Although the lady was only fourteen years 
of age at the time, the picture gives the 
appearance of a woman of thirty, with 
clearly-defined features, high forehead and 
bright, vigorous eyes. Mr. Campbell also 
has in bis parlor an oil painting of his 
daughter, taken when she was four years 
old, and it is an excellent likeness. Her 
father and mother were both ordinary­ 
sized people, the mother haviDg died about 
sixteen months since, being a strong, well- 
built woman, with an appearance of great 
firmness of character. Mr. Campbell is a 
hardy man, and, like his wife, is descended 
from a stock which, in the third and 
fourth generations, had representatives 
weighing from 250 to 280 pounds. Mies 
Campbell has been all her life a most re­ 
markable girl. At the ago of nine years 
she weighed 180 pounds. Her growth has 
been gradual but regular. 
With her 
physical advance her mind has grown, and 
she has developed peculiar and decided in­ 
tellectual ability. 
Since tho death of her 
mother she has taken entire charge of the 
household, consisting of her father and 
three brothers, and has proved herself to 
be a competent manager <,f the exchequer. 
About threo mouths Eicce Miss Camp­ 
bell was taken ill, and from that time has 
been confined to her room. Tho singular 
phaEe of the case is that up to the 17th she 
has taken no food for fifty days. The 
only nourishment which haB passed her lips 
has been a few swallows of water. Still, 
she presents a healthy appearance. Her 
face is ruddy and bright, and she is as far 
from looking like a sick person as any one 
could be. 
The only reduction of her 
weight has been in the feet and legs, w hile 
the vital parts continue in full action. So 
great has been her physical force aud so 
strong her constitution that she has actu­ 
ally been sustained by the consumption of 
flesh. Tho disease is pronounced to bo an 
ulceration of the stomach, and nothing can 
be done but to give entire rest to that or­ 
gan. NothiBg will remain upon it, and 
(luring the entire period of her illness the 
young lady has vomited blood, tinged with 
a dark secretion. In the course of the 
treatment injections of beef tea, brandy 
and milk have been found to be very ben­ 
eficial. The latest development in the case 
is that of pnckly heat, which has broken 
out upon the hands and wrists, but does 
not extend up the arms. The patient is 
very weak, but expresses an amount of 
patience and endúranos which, it is hoped, 
will carry her through the trying ordeal. 
The testimony of the nurse who has 
charge of the young lady, adds an addi­ 
tional interest to the caBe. Iu addition to 
the fact of not eating anything for the 
fifty days above referred to, she states that 
for the twenty-four days previous the only 
nourishment taken was a few peaches and 
two tablespoonfuls of beef tea, and still 
the patient kept up a remarkable amount 
of vitality. Her tongue is very much 
swollen aud she speaks with great diffi­ 
culty ; she has, however, full possession of 
all her faculties and is peculiarly nervous 
on the subject of receiving visitors. She 
passed a comfortable night, and this morn­ 
ing was quite bright and cheerful. Her 
father this morning felt quite confident of 
her recovery. He ¡9 well known on the 
coast, having come around tho Horn in the 
Flying Cloua, in 1852. He was for a long 
time in the employ of Roman & Go., and 
was connected with Eureka Hose, No. 4, 
of the old volunteer tire department of 
San Francisco.

The condition of the President yesterday 
underwent but little change.

to take a little nourishment, and his stom­ 
ach appeared lees irritable than on tho pre­ 
ceding day. 
But an incipient inflamma­ 
tion of the parotid glands (situated between 
the lower jaw and ear, and employed, to­ 
gether with the sub-maxillary glands, in 
the secretion of saliva) appeared daring the 
day, and was viewed with alarm by all but 
the surgeons, who declared it to be of no 
particular consequence, certainly not in­ 
dicative of blood-poisaniug in any way, 
and iu fact the very symptom they had 
been expecting all along. 
But if this 
rather mysterious inflammation possesses 
no sinister significance, the fact remains 
that the President is no stronger ; that ha 
is taking very little nourishm ent; that the 
tone of his stomach is evidently not re­ 
stored ; and that generally speaking his 
state is in no essential respect improved. 
"I -'*c probability of his recovtry Í3 as remote 
as before, and there are as yet no satisfac­ 
tory indications of a capacity to rally 
effectually.

POLITICAL 
SHREWDNESS. 


Cambetta baa certainly shown much 
acutenes3 in dealing with the ultra-revolu­ 
tionary party which lately prevented him ; 
from speaking. 
He has caused placards to 
be issued calling upon the friends of freo 
speech and fair play to come forward and 
vote for him, and thus he has atone stroke 
put his opponents in the most odious posi­ 
tion, and made himself the champion of 
rights which are ever and always popular. 
I t is evident that he has the American po­ 
litical instinct, and that if he should ever 
take up his abode in tho United States he 
would have no difficulty in being elected to 
Congress. 
He is altogether too keen for 
the blatant fellows who try to shew their 
love of liberty by strangling her, and we 
have no doubt that he wiil gain many votes 
through their iutcderant stupidity. 


MAKING A TEST. 


Itevison, an English Jew, traveling oa 
business in llus&ia, was last y-car refused 
entrance to St. Petersburg, and subjected 
to considerable pecuniary loss in conse­ 
quence. 
He was also ordered to leave the 
country instantly, and though he com­ 
plained to Parliament, no redress has ever 
been offered by llussia. 
Now he has been 
furnished a special passport, and has re­ 
turned to the Czar's dominions to try his 
lnck again, aad it remains to be seen if 
the Russian Government will abate its 
u ual hostility to men of his race and failh 
under the circumstances. 
As England his 
shown a consciousness of her inability to 
compel compilanco with her remonstrances 
on the subject, it is possible that no more 
respect will be shown Mr. Levison than on 
the former occasion. 


An effort is about to be made to secure : 
harmony of action between the U nited ¡ 
States and Mexican m ilitary authorities, 
for the purpose of putting down the law­ 
lessness which exists oa the frontier. Some 
years ago, when Mexico was in a state cf 
partial anarchy by reason of political con­ 
flicts, there was prolonged complaint from 
American border settlers of the frequent 
incursions made by Mexican bandits and 
stock thieves, and not a few American 
journals sought to create the belief that 
the only remedy’ for this stare of things 
lay in the prompt annexation of Mexico. 
Since then, however, the tables have been 
turned, and now it is the Mexicans who 
have most reason to complain of the 
depredations of American outlaws. 
The 
so-called “ cowboys” have sprung into 
prominence quite recently’, but they have 
not let tho gras3 grow under their feet. 
The name was originally applied to the 
vaqueros who attended upon the great 
bands of cattle raised on the plains. These 
were a wild, half-savage, reckless set of 
men, and prone to riot and violence when 
they were in the settlements and full of 
frontier whisky. 
But there is no doubt 
th at they have been joined by a consider­ 
able number of professional criminals, des­ 
peradoes and outlaws of the kind who 
hang around all frontier settlements, and 
for the last year or two their operations 
have taken the form of systematic and or­ 
ganized robbery. 
The ruffian recently 
killed, and who was known as “ Billy the 
K id,” was a fair specimen of the worst 
kind of “ cowboy.” 
He appears to have 
really been an Eastern man, who fled to the 
plains after committing crimes of various 
degree, and who at once took up the role 
of highwayman and bandit-leader. 
He is 
said 
to 
have 
had between 
two 
and 
three hundred followers, and their opera­ 
tions 
were of 
the 
most varied and 
audaciou3 character, varying from the 
capture of large hands of cattle to the 
plunder of small villages wholesale. 
“ Billy the K id ” has plenty of copies 
among the cowboys, no doubt, and all of 
them are reckless and desperate men, fond 
of fighting for its own sake and ready for 
any adventure, however dangerous. 
I t is 
probable th at among them are to ba found 
many of the men who served on one side 
or the other during the rebellion, and then 
contracted lawless habits which they could 
not Bhake off when the war ended. 
I t is 
well known th a t many of this kind sought 
the frontier then, and continued to make 
things lively there for a good many years 
subsequently. 
The cowboys, 
however, 
have not been at all politic in their pro­ 
ceedings. H ad they made friends on either 
side of the border, they might have con­ 
tinued their depredations much longer with 
comparative impunity. 
B at they were too 
greedy. 
They would steal a herd of cattle 
on the American side, take it across into 
Mexico and sell it, and then steal it back 
again. 
The consequence is th at they have 
made hosts of enemies, and that the Mexi­ 
cans have at la3t resolved to unite with our 
( iovernment-in a serious attack upon them. 
The rapid extension of railroad con­ 
struction through the region they have so 
long controlled is another nail in their 
coffin. 
Commerce cannot afford to tem­ 
porize with lawlessness. 
Successful trans­ 
portation is out of the question in a coun­ 
try exposed to brigandage on a largo scab. 
The Indian question on the plains was 
never thoroughly settled until the Pacific 
Railroad was built, but as soon as th at 
highway was completed the Government 
realized that the route must be made sare 
permanently, and in a Bhort time all 
trouble from the Indians ceased. 
The 
same considerations now apply to the cow­ 
boys and all other frontier desperadoes. 
So long as they were virtually beyond the 
bounds of civilization comparatively little 
attention was paid to them, and though the 
Government was of course under obliga­ 
tions to protect its citizens and to prevent 
injury being done to its peaceful neighbors, 
in fact it did very little of its duty in this 
connection. 
The cowboys had their own 
way, and the residents in the region which 
they infested were too much terrrorized to 
take any organizjd action against them. 
But the reigu of lawlessness on the frontier 
is approaching its close. 
I t is impossible 
for cither the United States or Mexico 
longer to tolerate outrages which repel set­ 
tlement, and which if continued m ust pre­ 
vent free travel and transportation on the 
new railroads 
in 
process of 
construc­ 
tion. 
The cowboys have had ih.-.-ir day, 
and they have abused their opportunities. 
An era is opening which has no use for 
them, and they will have to go. 
It is perhaps a serious question w hat is 
to become 
of 
tho dangerous elements 
which are about to be driven from the 
frontier region. 
Some of them will no 
doubt be satisfactorily accounted for in 
the process of dislodging them, and the 
more that are disposed of in this way the 
better. 
Some of them will find their way 
to tho wilder regions of the Southern 
States, and may there emulate the James 
brothers and the Youngers for some time 
to come. 
Others, however, will be apt to 
retire upon the W estern cities, and their 
presence is likely to be far more exciting 
than agreeable. 
There has always keen a 
large lawless frontier element, but it his 
been so scattered th at its numbers have 
not been appreciated. 
This element has 
gradually worked towards the Mexican 
border, ar the most favorable for its opera­ 
tions, an I if it can be stamped out there a 
good riddance will he made of very dan­ 
gerous material. 
The frontier desperado 
is undoubtedly one of the most hopeless 
products of modern civilization. He is less 
cautious than the Apache, and to the 
full as bloodthirsty, fierce, treacherous and 
cruel. 
There is absolutely no place for 
him in any civilized programme, and while 
our troops are settling the Apache ques­ 
tion on the frontier they cannot do better 
than to settle the cowboy question also. 


AS IP-RESPONSIBLE GUARANTEE. 


The New York Herald, with character­ 
istic effiontery and olficiousncss, has taken 
upon itself to inform tho country what 
policy Vice-President A rthur wi'd adopt 
should he be called to the Presidency. 
It 
says that he will make no changes in the 
course of tho Administration, that he will 
refuse to receive the resignations of the 
present Cabinet oflicers, and so forth. 
All 
this is entirely frivolous and superfluous. 
Should General A rthur be called upon to 
take the Presidency the country is doubt­ 
less prepared to give him full opportunity 
to show his intentions. 
I t hopes th at in 
such a case he will disappoint all the 
gloomy predictions made in the past. 
It 
is certainly not disposed to hamper him at 
the outset of so delicate and painful a 
performance by tying him down to condi­ 
tions which would quite probably prove 
impracticable when tested. 
The circum­ 
stances wonld then all be altered, and 
whatever the new President might do 
would at least be fairly and impartially 
judged. 
But for the Herald to undertako 
to make a programme for him in advance 
is not only absurd b a t indecent and in­ 
jurious.

W a s h in g t o n , August 18th.—Tho follow­ 
ing was sent by Blaine to Unwell to-night : 
“ The condition of the. President to-night 
shows an improvement. 
He swallowed, re­ 
tained and apparently digested nine ounces 
of liquid food during the daz, asking for it 
himself and relishing it. 
The swelling of 
the parotid gland created some uneasines* in 
the public mind, though it Í3 not regarded 
as especially discouraging by the medical 
advisers.” 
T he P resid en t's W ound. 
W a s h in g to n , August 18tb.—D r. Bliss this 
morning, speaking of the condition of the 
President’s wound, sai.1: “ It is rtally sur­ 
prising to see its progress during the three 
days’ starvation. While all other conditions 
were at their worst the wound has been at 
its best. It is a Bmall matter to build op in— 
two fp mnfuls of beef tea—and yet no one 
can tell how joyfully I watched the result of 
the test of the stomach. 
I am almost certain 
that we shall be able to nourish him naturally 
tfter to-day.” 
The P resid en t's P arotid G land. 
C h icag o , August 1 8 th .—The Inter-Oeean't 
W a sh in g to n special says: A sensation was 
caused by the . ffi cial report that the parotid 
gland of the President Í3 infUmed. 
It is not 
known yet to what extent this complication 
will affect the case. Soma believe it denotes 
the foimation of a new pus cavity or abcess 
by transference, which may indicate pj acmia. 
The parotid gland is th9 one at the angle of 
the jaw usually swelling in mumps. 
(SECOND DISPATCH.) 
W ashington, August 18th.-fDr. Bliss, in 
response to an interrogation on the subject of 
the inflammation of the President’s parotid 
gland, agrees with Dr. Hamilton that it is no 
occasion for alarm, and it is not an unusual 
occurrence in cases when patients become 
greatly debilitated. He says it is not indica­ 
tive of pj mmia or fever. 
Dr. lleyburn says there is no reason tó re­ 
gard the swelling, of the patient’s neck as 
foreboding serious results, and it will not in­ 
terfere with his recovery. 
They say it indi­ 
cates that if there is any pyteinia in the con- 
diti-n of the blotd that it is passing off, 
which they want it to do-. They expect a 
boil or a small abcesi to form there and sup­ 
purate. The other surg?ons agree that the 
swelling is not dangerous, and causes no 
alarm, 
[THIRD DISPATCH.) 
W ashington, August 18th.—Early this 
evening Dr. Iteyhurn was asked his opinion 
of the President’s condition, and answered : 
“ The President is doing very well.” 
“ ])• es he experience much inconvenience 
from the inflammation referred to in t‘ip noon 
bulletin ?” 
“ He has considerable pain in his lie k, 
which is the rrsult of the inflamed gland.” 
“ W hat is the cause of the inflammation ?” 
“ It is the result of extreme dcbi ity.” 
“ Do not the symtoms manifest themselves 
in typhoid fever ?” 
“ They do; but inflammation of the.par­ 
otid gland also frequently occurs in casas 
where the patients are in a state of excessive 
debility from other causep.” 
When asked what he thought of the in­ 
creased temperature, the doctor paid’: 
“ It 
cannot be considered an unfavorable indica­ 
tion, inasmuch as it shows that the patient 
has coneilerablo vitality left.” 
“ Oa the whole, doctor, do you con-ider 
the President better to-day than yesterday 
“ Yes. He is better to-day. 
We will not 
discontinue the enemata yet awhile, 
lie 
swallowed two tahlerpoonfuls of milk gruel, 
which was prepared by Mrs. Garfield, retain­ 
ing every bit of it.” 
[FOURTH DISPATCH.j 
W ashington, August 18th.—Dr. Boynton, 
who remaiued in Secretary Brown’s room a 
short time this evening, was asked how he 
accounted for the inflammation cf the parotid 
gland, and said : “ I think it is septicaemia. 
It certainly is not pyaemia. Septic ic nia was 
caused in this ca.-e by the condition of the 
patient’s blood.” According to his theory, 
the same affection is liable to occur in cases 
of diphtheria, typhoid or scarlet fevers ; in 
fact, in any disease which renders the blood 
unhealthy. 
“ It 
has 
spent 
its fury,” 
said the 
doctor, 
“ and 
I 
think 
will 
pass off now.” The doctor did not attribute 
the inflammation to the condition of the 
wound, inasmuch as the parotid gland is not 
an abso.-b'ng but a secreting gland. 
It is 
true, however, that the discharge from the 
wound anight influence the irritation to a 
certain extent. 
According to the theories 
advanced by the attending surgeons and 
other prominent members of the medical 
profession, 
however, 
the case may be 
summed up with the statement that the 
parotid gland secretes the saliva, and when 
no nourishment is taken in a natural way for 
a time there is no demand made upon the 
saliva, and it therefore naturally secretes 
itself in the parotid gland, and after remain­ 
ing too long causes ii.flimmation. 
Accord 
iog to this theory, it is fair to assume that the 
seeds of the complication were siwn during 
the time the patient was unable to take 
nouri-hment in a natural way, and when he 
has been able to 
retnin 
wbat 
be has 
swallowed the saliva is drawn upon again and 
the irritation will probably gradually de­ 
crease. 
T he Day at th e N ational C ap ital. 
W ashington, Adgust 18th.—This morn 
ing’s bulletin showed that the President was 
better, and it was received with great satis­ 
faction. The bulletin figures were back to 
where the President was before the last oper­ 
ation, when he wa* regarded as convalescing. 
The improved condition seemed to keep up 
after the morning dressing. 
At 10 o’clock 
Colonel Rockwell said the President was 
better in every respect. About 11 o’clock 
Dr. Bliss said there was a visible improve­ 
ment ; that the stomach was strongor and 
better. 
Up to that hour liquid nourishment 
had been given several times, and was re­ 
tained without producing any nausea. The 
fact that the President enjoyed a pretty good 
n ght’s rest is considered as a favorable syii p 
tom, too. There was great anxiety to see the 
midday bulletir, which wss issued nearly an 
hour later than usual. Tnis delay caused a 
feeling of alarm. Heretofore, whenever there 
has been any delay it was because somethin^ 
has been wrong. The bulletin which was 
issue i was in guarded language, which added 
to the gener.d uneasiness, the mrgeons 
saying in the bulletin, “ inflammation of 
the parotid gland is commencing.” was 
construed by many to mean that they ex­ 
pected further inflammation. 
Tnis new c am­ 
plication of the case has arisen this morning 
since Agoew left, and it annoy» the eurgeoos. 
The gland inflamed is the largo conglomo- 
rated salivary gland under the ear. 
The 
President’s surgeons do not give any decided 
opinions as to this aspect of the case, but in­ 
timate that it is not necessarily serious. 
Dr. 
Lincoln and other surgeons, who have no 
connection with the case, say thie iufl an'na­ 
tion is an indication of a p> lemiaa condition, 
perhaps, of the blood. Not pja-mia in a 
literal sens-, but a bad condition of the blood, 
consequent upon 
excessive weakness and 
general _ debility. 
These outside doctors 
say the inflammation of the parotid gland is 
very painful, and often produces a fever. 
It 
is plain that the President’s stomach is in a 
Letter shape. Its tone has returned. The 
doctors say that now they can gradually in­ 
crease the nourishment. The wound is doing 
oing 
well, say the surgeons, and is healing rapidly. 
One of the President's surgeons, when pressed 
for an answer as to what he thought of this 
new complication, replied : “ The President 
had probably caught a little cold, and it 
manifested itself in a swelling throat.” One 
of the phases that is remarked as favorable is 
the improvement in the stomach. 
If proper 
nourishment can ba taken by the President, 
it is believed that he can yet be pu led 
through, despite these complications that 
arise. Thie inflammation, however, has pro­ 


duced a feeling of depression that is observed 
everywhere.

W a s h in g t o n , August 18;h—Before the 
noon bulletin was issued the President had 
partaken of koumiss four different times, 
and expressed a desire for more. 
Of course 
the nourishment wes administered in small 
quantities. 
Previous to admini-tering the 
first quantity of koumiss, Mrs. G it field was 
sitting by the patient’s bedside, when he ex­ 
pressed hio self as feeiisg comparatively 
well, and inquired if it was not desired to 
try’ and strengthen his stomach again by per­ 
mitting him to have nourishment, and ex­ 
pressed a desire for koumiss. 
Whereupon 
his wife gave him the first portion. The fact 
of the President’s having suggested the ad- 
ministrati n of nourishment is considered fcy 
the attending Burgeons as an indication that 
the irritability <■ f the stomach as subsiding, 
and in consequence the patient commences 
to crave food. 
Dr. Hamilton was applied to for informa­ 
tion regarding the infl imed gland, but beyond 
the statement that it was nothing rerious the 
doctor was disinclined to talk. 
He intima­ 
ted that he could not explain the affection to 
a non-profe3sional in the brief time he had at 
his disposal, and left with the remark that 
there was nothing to cause alarm. 
Dr. Agnew knew of the swelling of the 
gland before he left, but did not consider it 
of sufficient importance to detain him here. 
The swelling manifested itself last night, and 
Agnew examined it. 
Speaking of the criticisms of Dr. Ham­ 
mond, of New York, Dr. Biisssaid : “ Ham­ 
mond applied twice by telegraph to be ad­ 
mitted into the President’s case, and was re­ 
fused both times. Hammond feels bitterly 
towards Barnes, because he succeeded him as 
Surgeon-General, and this accounts for Ham­ 
mond’s severe talk.” 
Dr. Bliss W rites a Denial. 
W a s h in g t o n , August 18th.—The publica­ 
tion of an alleged extract from a letter writ­ 
ten by Dr. Bliss to a friend in Chicago, in 
which he ¡3 stated as saying he holds no iater- 
viev’s with newspaper correspondents, hut 
that they insist upon the invention of false 
and foolish conversations with him, and «on- 
cluding: “ Don’t think the President’s sur­ 
geons and physicians rre shallow fools be­ 
cause the press gang here try to make them 
out such,” has been the subject of consider­ 
able comment among memoers of the preis 
during the day, and in order to obtaiu the 
facts in the case the article was clipped from 
a morning paper aud sent to Dr. Bliss, 
with the requ ¿t that he should say in 
writing whether or not he wrote the letter re­ 
ferred to. The response Dr. Bliss returned 
is as follows : “ Paragraph is an entire fabri­ 
cation, and is only cf the manner of the false 
and cruel attacks upon me since I have oc­ 
cupied the position as surgeon in charge of 
the Presiden*-. 
I have not before thought 
proper to make any public denial of these 
harmless attacks npon my character, and only 
do so now, in reply to your kind note of this 
date, because you seem to think it of suffi­ 
cient importance to call my attention to it.” 
A Prom inent Surgeon Speaks. 


N ew Y o r k, August 18th.—Dr. J. M. Car- 
ncchan, a well kuown surgeon <f this city, 
said to a reporter this forenoon : 
“ I am 
afraid local ciuses, as well as constitutional 
influence, are producing an irritability of the 
President’s stomach to an extent greater 
than might be supposed to be produced by 
mere dyspepsia. 
In the first place, the pre­ 
sence of the ball, which, from having struck 
a rib with the force cf f reaking it, must be 
of irregular shape, jagged and rough.

If dyspepsia be merely the cause 
of the present relapse, there might besóme 
hope of relief; tut, ts I believe the other 
causes are still dominant in giving the type 
to h¡3 present condition, there is but small 
hope of their eff-ctive removal in his present 
exhausted state.”

from the Government’s attorneys that they 
are not quite rea 'y to proceed w ith the case, 
he would ask the Court to waive the ex­ 
amination at present and fix a reasonable 
bail. 
He assured the Court that hij client 
would shortly be ready to meet the charges. 
Mr. Cook, for the Government, stated that

amended by striking out the portion which 
asserted the liabid’y of the Natoma Company. 
This u js dor.e to iii~ke the ree rd show sim­ 
ply th at the liability of the county was de­ 
nied in the case, without seeking to determine 
wiio otherwise was the responsible party. 
This being the day appointed for opening 
the bids for fun ishiog wood for use at the

each Americans as are engaged in legitimate 
industry within our lines.”

Reporter—Aro you in Arizona unofficial 
business ? 
General—I am. 
A part of my business 
was to purchase supplies for the new forts. 
I purchased some at Bhbee and Chaileston, 
and wiil rend more from Tucsor.

and also have an interview with your Gov­ 
ernor and commanding General. 
I leave to­ 
night for Tucson, aud will go from there to 
Prescott as soon as possible.

San F bancisco, August 18th.—A fire 
broke out at 4:25 o’clock this morning in the 
drjing-room of the United States Laundry, 
on Sixteenth street, above Valencia, which 
consumed the entire contents of the drying- 
room. The upper story of the building was 
almost entirely destroyed. The loss has not 
been ascertained. 
FURTHER DEMOCRATIC NOMINATIONS. 
The Democratic County Convention to­ 
night made the following nominations for 
Supervisors : Sixth Ward, George Torrence ; 
Seventh Ward, W. O’Connell; Eighth Ward, 
Abe Newman; Tenth Ward, John Dough­ 
erty ; Eleventh Ward, James Pendergast; 
Twelfth Ward, W. J. Bryan. 
CANDIDATE FOR CONGRESS. 
At the Humboldt Hall Workingmen’s Con­ 
vention, Mayor Kalloch announced himself 
as a candidate for Congress. 
MISCELLANEOUS. 
Nine steamers sailed from this port Wednes­ 
day, all coastwise. 
There are no disengaged vessels in port 
suitable for wheat. 
The British steamer Belgic will depart for 
China and Japan on August 23d. 
Two shipments of thoroughbred horses left 
this port for Honolulu this week. 
The steamer City of Panama brought 
$1,162 GO in treasure from Panama and way 
porte. 
Duties paid at the Custom House Wednes­ 
day were S42,C62 70, making a total of $573,­ 
262 27 for the month. 
The merchandise exports of the weak were 
valued at $883,879, a decrease of $1S,458 from 
those of the previous week. 
The Humboldt Hall W. P. C. Convention 
has nominated Dr. Small for Supervisor from 
the Second Ward, and Jas. Deshun for the 
Sixth Ward. 
Leslie, who beat h’s sister so unmercifully, 
has been convicted of battery on two charges. 
The sister is still quite ill from the effects of 
the brother’s cruelty. 
Edward Foster, a young man with black 
hair and dark mustache is under arrest as in­ 
sane. He was found wandering around in 
the breezy attire of a Bhirt and—nothing else. 
Twelve live sea lions were sent Eist on the 
overland express train Thursday morning. 
The shipment also includes a sea leopard, re­ 
cently caught in the bay by a Chinese fisher­ 
man. 
The United States revenue cutter Richard 
R'jih has sailed for a three months’ cruise in 
Alaiikan waters. She goes on revenue serv­ 
ice, as the Corwin is engaged in a search for 
the Jeannette and missing whalers. 
The relics of the Vigilant hive after all 
come down from the Arctic, having been sent 
on the steamer St. Paul by Captain Hooper 
of the Corwin. 
These relics of the lost 
whalers are now on exhibition at the Mer­ 
chants’ Exchange. 
The Democratic Convention has nominated 
W. F. McAllister for Coroner, and William 
Humphreys for Surveyor, and indorsed the 
W. P. C. nominations for Sheriff, Auditor, 
Tax Collector, Treasurer, two Supervisors 
and two School Directors. 
A free reading-room has been opened under 
the auspices of the Woman’s Christian Tem­ 
perance Union, at No. 631 Sacramento street. 
Mrs. T. K. Noble is President of the Society. 
Rev. Dr. M. C. Briggs and Rev. T. K. Noble 
delivered addresses at the opening. 
Judge Edmonds has dismissed the case of 
H. J. Lazinsky against the Central Pacific 
Railroad Company, to recover $10,000 for 
personal injuries received on the 23d day of 
Augus\ 1879, at Oakland Point, where 
plaintiff was engaged in repairing the ro jf of 
a sleeping car. A train hacked into the car 
and threw him off and injured his back. 
On motion of Prosecuting Attorney Blaney 
in Department 1 of the Police Court, the 
charge of manslaughter preferred against. 
James Muleahy, driver of the team attached 
to the truck that on last Saturday ran over 
and crushed Maurice Bremond to deat'i on 
Sixth street, was dismissed, it being stated 
that he was in no way responsible for the 
death. 
The yacht Con. O’Connor had a narrow 
escape from being wrecked on Saturday 
evening on Lime Point. The vessel was on 
a cruise around the bay with a party of ladies 
and children on board, and attempted to 
make her mooiings in Saucelito bay. The 
wind died oat, and the vessel was at the mercy 
of the waves, which threatened her destruc­ 
tion. Th&dacger was averted, however, the 
vessel passing within a few feet of the Point. 
It was 1 o’clock on Sunday morning before 
an anchorage was reached 
The Supreme Court has granted the peti­ 
tion of Isaac Burke for a writ of habeas 
corpus. The petition sets forth that Burke 
was convicted in the Justices’ Court of Butte 
county of a misdemeanor in having kept 
open his place of business on Sunday. He 
was lined $50, with the alternative of fifty 
days’ imprisonment in the'County Jail. lie 
refused to pay the fine and was lodged in 
jail by the Sheriff of li at county, where he 
now remains, lie claim., that Section 306 of 
the Penal Code, under wl.ioh he was con­ 
victed, is unconstitutional a 
void. 
A consignment of extraordinary rich gold 
quartz has been received at the metallurg' ■»] 
works of Professor Thomas Price from a gold 
quartz mine situated near Moore's Flat, Ne­ 
vada county. It is bespattered and threaded 
literally with free gold. One batch of 800 
pounds yielded $39 000 in gold, and it Í3 ex­ 
pected that a bar of corresponding value will 
be obtained from the 700 pounds which re­ 
mains on hand to reduce, This rich quartz 
has been obtained from a ledge underlying an 
auriferous gravel deposit, aud at a depth of 
200 feet from the surface of the ledge. 
A mild sort of a railroad war has broken 
out between the Southern Pacific and South 
Pacific Coast Railroads. Rates have been 
reduced from $2 to $1 per ton on freight over 
both roads, between this city and San Jose. 
The managers of the Southern Pacific say 
that the Narrow-Gauge Rsad agreed to 
establish the rates adopted by the older road, 
and that the South Pacific Coast Road has 
violated other verbal agreements entered into. 
President Davis, on the other hand, charges 
that the Southern Pacific began to cut rates 
a week before it was known to him. He 
also denies that his compai^ has violated 
an}’ agreement or broken any pledge what­ 
ever with the Southern Pacific authorities.

Gain in favor of the present Fair— 81,771 76. 
Sir Charles Tnpper, Minister of Railways 
and Canals of the Dominion of Canada, ac­ 
companied by a party of friends, have arrived 
in this city, en route to British Columbia, and 
are stopping at the Palace Hotel. The ob­ 
ject of their visit is to inspect the Pacific 
section of the Canada-Pacific Railroad, toex- 
amine the condition and progress of the work 
and the location of that portion of the road 
between Burrard Inlet and Yale, and from 
there on to Kamloops. Under the agreement 
entered into the syndicate have to build and 
complete the road by July 1. 1891. On this 
being done they will enter into po»ession, 
the Dominion G iverrment paying them 
$25,000,000 cost and 25,000,000 acres of land. 
Sir Charles Tupptr states that the object of 
the delegate sent by the British Columbia 
Government to England was to induce the 
British Government to urge the Dominion 
Government to construct a line of railroad 
from Esquimal!, on Vancouver's Island, to 
Nanaimo, the center of the island coal ills- 
ti ict.The Supremo C.mrt has just made an ioter- 
estng decision. \V. C. Hendricks and the 
Spring Yal'cy Mining and Irrigating Com­ 
pany i wned adjoining mining claims in Butte 
county, know as " d. ep diggings,” and, as 
ench, worked by hydraulic process. In min­ 
ing its own ground the company defendant 
washed away the gravel, the result of which 
was that the b.ink caved, and a portion uf 


the surface ef the plaintiff’s claim gave way 
and fell upon the defendant’s ground. ThiB 
portion contained a small amount of gold- 
bearing gravel, a part of which the defend­ 
ant washed away. Some lime after the 
defendant ceased to work its gTonnd, near 
the plaintiff’s line. Large portions of the 
surface of his claim caved and fell upon ad­ 
joining ground of defendant, where it still 
remainB. All of the caving was caused by the 
defendant’s mining, which was, however, not 
claimed to have been performed in a careless 
manner, The question presented by the 
case, on appeal to the Supreme Court, was 
whether the doctrine of lateral support ap­ 
plied to a case like the present one. The 
Court holds that it does not, because the very 
purpose of locating the ground, on the part of 
both parties, was to tear it down and wash it 
away ; and its only value consisted in the 
gold that it contained. To apply the doc­ 
trine contended for by the appellant to ground 
of this character, the Court believed would, 
therefore, to a great extent defeat the very 
purpose for which the location was made. 
The defendant would be liable for the gold 
taken from the gravel that fell frem the 
plaintiff’s claim, but for the fact that its value 
was less than the necessary cust of extracting 
it. The judgment and order of the lower 
Court was therefore affirmed. 
In the Mint investigation Mr. Page testi­ 
fied that Hadsill was the person he referred 
to in his charges as endeavoring to defeat his 
re-election to Congress. He was employed in 
the Mint. General Barnes asked the witness 
who sent the dispatch, stating : “ It is true 
silver bullion of low grade is being received 
from the Anglo California Bank, while others 
are refused.” Witness replied D. H. Chalmers 
and W. A. Jones. Jones was an employe in 
the Mint, and Chalmers is now. General La 
Grange is the person I referred to as an ex­ 
pert of many years experience. I referred to 
him statements in regard to discrimination in 
respect to depositors. I suppressed all names 
so as to keep them from the newspapers. I 
did not wish to bring Mr. La Grange’s name 
into notoriety. 
F. F. Low was the next witness. He said 
that he wished to make a statement concern­ 
ing a pamphlet filed by Mr. Page, giving 
reasons why Mr. Dodge should be removed. 
It contains, said Mr. Low, false and slander­ 
ous statements. Had nothing to do with 
placing Dodge in his present position. Never 
interested myself in procuring for him the 
appointment. 
Never received any favor 
denied any other depositor from the Mint. 
No low-grade bullion was ever received at 
the Mint by order of Mr. Dodge to my 
knowledge. The bank never employed Geo. 
Sauer to deposit bullion with the Mint. The 
bank, in the past two years, has shipped 
8,304,001 ounces of bullion against 5 945,391 
sold to the Mint. The Northern Belle mine 
commenced shipping bullion to the bank in 
1875. In 1877 a gentleman named Hoffer 
wrote that the Carson Mint would accept the 
Northern Belle bullion without refining 
charges. I asked Dr. Linderman how cne 
Mint could take bullion which another re­ 
fused. We could do better by shipping our 
bullion to Europe, at that time, than by sell­ 
ing it to the San Francisco Mint. I do not 
know how much Northern Belle bullion was 
sent abroad. I did not know Mr. Dodge 
was an applicant for Superintendent of 
the 
Mint until after his 'appoint­ 
ment. Never talked about a successor to La 
Grange until after the Commission, of which 
I was a member, had met. I suggested 
Chales N. Felton was a good man, when it 
became probable that I.a Grange would be 
removed. I never exchanged a word with 
Mr. Dodge in regard to the Superintendency, 
until after Mr. Dodge had returned from 
Washington. I wrote to Mr. Linderman 
that I considered Mr. Dodge a competent 
man for the place, in answer to a letter from 
him. He first mentioned Mr. Dodge’s name 
to me. Did not know that Dodge went to 
Washington to secure the appointment. 
Never asked Dodge to receive the Northern 
Belle bullion without the refining charges. 
The Carson Mint offered to take the bullion 
and .remit the charges. I have personally re­ 
quested within the past six months that Mr. 
Dodge be retained. Never wrote to Secreta­ 
ry or General Sherman about it. I did write 
to Horace Davis. 
Superintendent H. L. Dodge then testified: 
I was appointed Superintendent of the Mint 
on December 14, 1877. I received my com­ 
mission at that time. Had news of my con­ 
firmation previously. Had been East in 
October, to join my wife. Visited Washing­ 
ton at the request of Dr. LindermaD. He 
wished to introduce me to the Presi­ 
dent and Secretary Sherman for the 
purpose of having me appointed Super­ 
intendent. I never sought the position. 1 
am under no obligations to Mr. Low that I 
know of. The Assayer in the Mint, when I 
took charge, was Dr. Munson. I had entire 
confidence in him. Have never interfered 
with him in regard to the reception of bull­ 
ion. Never directed any bullion to be re­ 
ceived into the Mint on any other terms than 
those imposed by the Assayer. Every bullion 
bar exempted from refining charges has been 
r, p rted to the Department at Washington. 
I have always cirried out the rules without 
discrimination in favor of any one. Never 
ordered bullion of the Anglo-Californian 
Bank to be received while rejecting bullion 
from other parties of the same low grade. 
There has been no favoritism shown in the 
Mint to any one, to my knowledge. Have 
never pretended that bullion had a certain 
base when it had not. 
Commissioner Young—Do you consider it 
right to impose refining charges on bullion 
that was not refined? 
Dodge—I do not. I have refused to give 
information to Mr. Page since this investi­ 
gation commenced. The accounts of the Mint 
have always been kept in accordance with the 
regulations furnished by the Director.

sey. They will soon put up a mill of 20- 
ton daily capacity. 
As soon as the hot 
weather is over a full force will be put at 
work upon the mine to develop it. The 
foreman of the mine, the engineers, black­ 
smiths, carpenters and a full force of mill- 
men, all experienced and able, have been 
engaged and are ready to start at once for 
the mine. When the hot weather moder­ 
ates the General Superintendent informs 
us that it is his purpose to sink a working 
shaft at once, 500 feet deep upon the mine, 
with levels every 100 feet, and an air shaft 
500 feet to the north of the working shaft.
